e, Beccher’s Last Sunday’s Sermon.

Mr. Doechier preached Sunday moruing ou
sperking Lhe truth in fove, and seleeted for bLis
text the fifteanth verse ef the fourth chapterol
St Paul's Episile to the Ephesians—'*But
speaking the truth in love may grow up unto
L inall things, which is the head, eveo
(hrist.”

The first elause ol this verse is that whish
was wade the basis ol the sermon, and 10 e
course of which Mr. Deceber suid:—"There
are no lormal expressions in the New Testa-
ment in sueh scquence of thought as is consid-
ored now neecssary in layivg a basis ol philoso
phy.  Although there is a great deal of reasoa
e in Panl's wethod, although there is mueh
philasophical analysis, they are as it were iuc
dental, 1lis sayioges, for the mast part, spriog
out of his heart, and a good deal in bim s
aroused by his aflections.  la the text be haa
deseribed what 1o common phrase 1s known o
the genins of the Guspel, This phrase, ‘speak
ing the ik in lve,” secws to have slipped
into the text, as 2 theusand other eternal truths
seemed to have shipped into (he Seriptares.”’
Alter a dufipition of the Ol Testamont 1dea off
riehtesusuess and 18 laiiure o cowpel man 1o
right liviog by arousiog tear and appealing (o
conseicoee,aud eontrasting it with the Christian
method of thi appeal 10 the atfeetions and love
of God for man, Mr. Beccher proceeded (o in
quire 8s to the best methods of preachiog aed
the spirit that should asimate the preacher,

“1f wa listen to the eslegies made upoo win-
isters,”” #aid Mr. Beccher, *'io newspapers—lor
winisters are sometimes praised in newspapers
—it is gewerally the eriticism ol the bull and
the bear. Lt is *how he did give it to the sio-
pers: liow he did beat down cverythiog under
and over them, high or low! You ought to
have seen Lim; how he did fight the devil !’
Men thus deseribe a Christisn lile and Chris-
ian duty by these furious forees and affeot
to believe that theso are competent things
to precede the Christ of meekoess, Some
wministers are a long time fighting the devil be-
fore they are able to preach Chiist, and waoy
men fight the devil all their lives. Now and
then there is a wan who has the power of ut-
terance and who koows how to take the cle-
wents of tnuth, faith asd justice and to say
tbiogs with the demosstration of love; iu fues,
to speak the truth in love.  Now, there are o
ereat many wea who can preach exeellently
well, but they are not gospel preachers aod
they do some good. Thers are a thousand
odds and ends that have w be dooe in this
world, and there whways seamsto be 2 thousasd
men who ean do odds scd ends.  Bat, on the
other hand, there are meo who are teachers,
sitber as preachers or in the schools, in fami
lies or in the fricadships of lite, who kuow how
to administer the gospt! ol the Lord Jesus
Christ.  Thees isa sceret io this, and there is
an experiance in it that is oot given to every
wan to kuuw.

“'he true moethod of Gospel tesching i3 to
koow how to hold the eonscious beiog in the at
tompt 0 epjoin u disposition of diviae love out
of whieh shall eame forth the cthieal faculty.
Itis truz that reason rcguires a clear atmos
pliere; conscience roquires this, teo, and iodig-
pation eomcs out of this atmosphere of love a«
there are storms that rise out ol a clear and
pure air that Jease the esrth beiter than they
found them, It is so with Christizn i
diguulion; 1t leaves a blessing upon  all
it touches when it 1s spoken in love.
['his preachiog of divive love does not exelude
indigpation and severity, a3 some people think.
It has been said, in objeetion to this preachioy
of geotleness, that nobady spriogs up uoder it
But is there apybody in ereation more loving
aod thonghtful of the ehild than its wmother, aod
is there apybody moremortified or more paiocd
than this mother is when this cinld has done
wrong?  Where is there aoythidy that is so
quick to deteet imperleetion us o true and po-
ble love? I, therefure, under a sgstewm ol
teaching Lhat preseots divine luve as its prioel
pal feature, nothing springs up, it s beeause
tie preseotation has not beew disercet 7 111
wive o man a cuplul of wilk and put a quazt ol
water with it sod you complain that the miik
was bad and did not do him good, 1 say it was
the water that did Lim heve, and ool the mitk,
No presentation ol the teith of lave to Goid 1a
cowplete that has not i it a seose of honor—
that does not quicken the conscicoer, [ truth
Las oot that puwer it is because of the weak-
pess of the miecistry.  This speakiog ol the
truth in love aiso requives s freedom from the
arrogance of orthodoxy. Ttis said that this free-
dom ol preaching, ts large liborty of teaching
14 dangerous; but there 14 danger about every-
thing, It is Jungerous to be boru.  So wrap
ped and confined are mauy men that they per-
vert even uu orthodox beliel,  They seem to
thiok that Clirist died Lo o eatechism; that he
died fur o ereed. The congrepations of kuh
wmen are theolugieal camps.”’

Ale Decehier conclded by ¢omanealing upon
the necessity of avoiding all coftroversial as
perities, and the need ol teachers dealimg with
wede up ol o
